estate transactions negotiated by Real 
Estate Agent Fred E. Cheever in the 
past year. It was built probably by John 
Abbot in 1678, two years after a party of 
braves had descended on the town, caus- 
ing men, women and children to flee to 
the garrison house built by John’s father, 
George Abbot, one of the town’s first 
settlers.

What is Franklin Roosevelt going 
to do if he is re-elected President for 
another four years? 

First of all, what is he going to do 
about the budget? Is he going to con- 
tinue to spend more than is being 
taken in, or is he going to do what Alf 
Landon has done in Kansas and really 
balance his budget? Is the Director 
of the Budget going to stay on with 
him, or is he going to resign as Lewis 
Douglas did because he saw that 
there was no such thing as a federal 
budget? Is the Comptroller going 
to have to report at the end of the 
fiscal years until 1940 the same thing 
that he has had to report for the past 
few years: that expenditures far ex- 
ceeded receipts, or will he be able 
to say truthfully that expenditures 
have been cut to meet income? 


Then, what is he going to do about 
unemployment? Is he going to con- 
tinue the wasteful spending on un- 
necessary projects, the universal 
loafing on the job, the hiring of men 
for political reasons, or is he going 
to do what Alf Landon aims to do: 
stimulate private industry in order 
to make the public payroll smaller? 
Is he going to continue the policy of 
throwing away money for so-called 
unemployment relief, when the same 
money left in the hands of the tax- 
payer would allow the taxpayer to 
hire men for their old jobs? Is he 
going to have to continue to ask 
Congress for more money for unem- 
ployment relief each year, all the 
while telling America that the de- 
pression is over? Or is he going to 
come down to earth and realize that 
he’s priming the pump at the wrong 
end? 

And what is he going to do about 
business? Is he going to revive the 
N RA as son Jimmy implied out in 
Gardner in a speech this week? Is he 
going to snap his fingers at the Con- 
stitution under which some thirty 
Chief Executives before him were 
able to lead the Nation in sane chan- 
nels? Is he going to put so many re- 
strictions on business that business 
will be held down to such a point 
that he will again have to admit his

To conclude that Sitting Bull, or any | 


other Indian, was naturally possessed of 
an evil and murderous disposition is en- 
tirely wrong. It is true that the Indian 
was sometimes cruel, but it was only after 
the white traders came to his land, bring- 
ing guns, knives, and whiskey, that the 
red man’s revengeful spirit was aroused. 
The Indians did not kill because of the 
scalps they might get. It was the honor 
they wished, and the bigger the risk, the 


more valued the honor. The red man con- | 


sidered it a necessity to be kind to his cap- 
tives. A brave had to mourn for thirty 
days with blackened face and loosened 


hair for a warrior whose life he had taken. 
It was entirely opposed to the Indian’s 
philosophy and training to be cruel and 
revengeful. 

Some call the Indians uncivilized, but 
in the days when they roamed our coun- 
try, free from the white man’s evil vices, 
they had established a human court, the 
highest ideal of civilization. Long before 
Chicago was the busy city it is today, the 
red men lived in peace, as children, in- 
nocent of all the base crimes committed 
in that metropolis at the present time.

The Selectmen ask owners and ten- 


work on highways and other public 
grounds by doing effective work on 
their premises. Citizens who have 
cleaned their premises of the moths, 
but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates 
should make complaint to the Select- 
men. The infestation of a residential 
neighborhood by the neglect of a few 
will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
destroyed at once with creosote. They 
should never be scraped off the object 
| on which they are laid. Careful search 
| should be made for gypsy moth egg 
clusters, not only on trees, but also on 
house walls, stone walls, fences and in 
rubbish heaps, ete. Trees in which 
cavities occur and which it is not desir- 
able to cut should have the cavities 
tinned or cemented. This is important. 
The present and future cost of combat- 
ing this insect can be greatly reduced by 
cutting and burning worthless brush, 
hollow trees, etc. A few trees well-cared 
for are more valuable to the property 
owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth 
should be cut from the trees, carefully 
collected and burned in a stove or 
furnace,

CONVENTION IN HAVERHILL 

The local Baptist chureh will be repre 
sented at the Baptist state convention t 
be held in Haverhill Tuesday, Wednes 
day and Thursday of next week.
